A California funnel1 has been e.vperi- 


nientinir in planting wliout in hills and 
cultivating it as we do corn and cotton. 
Iu hta last experiment ho put only one 
seed in u lull ami liad tlio seeds 21. inch- 
es apart, so tluit a pound of wheat plant- 
ed an aero. On one-half an aero lie 
iiari'estert -10 bushels, and on the other 
half ".0 bushels, makiiiR 70 biwhols of 
sound -.rlie.it fiom one pound ol'aectl. 
At GO vounds to Iho bushel tlio return 
Kives -1,200 pounds of this cereal from 
one, ora harvest of '1,200 [old. 
Xolliinn 


is more indelliiito than tho tilllns of 
this grain, and tho number of seeds 
that may bo developed in each head. 
Via have seen litty sterna sent up from 
one serin in Tennessee, and have count- 
ed one huudtetl und sixty seeds grown 
in one car of wheat in western Xew 
York. In the town of Wlientlnncl we 
had over 1'orty varieties of \vheat under 
experiment in 1S-IG. There is a farmer 
in "England who raises about 700 acros 
of "pedigree wheat" a year. Assuming 
that one seed may produce llfty culms 
and ears, and each ear contains ono 
hundred and sixty seeds, the harvest 
would bo the incredible yield of ciitlit 
thousand fold. Wo know very littlp 
about the possibilities of vital evolution, 
especially iu regard to tho cereal grass- 
es. 
Pedigree plants are more impor- 


tant than purtigreo liorsos, cattle and 
sheep. 


OATS vs. COIIN r'oi.JiivK STOCK.— 


Concerning this subject. Dr. Janes, the 
Commissioner of Agriculture ot Geor- 
gia, writes us follows: 
Taking into 


consideration the cost of production, 
the chemical analysis and the compara- 
tive freedom 
from stoalage, oats are 


cheaper as stock food than com. One 
bushel, or lifty-six pounds of corn costs 
lifty-eight cents, white ono bushel, or 
thirty-two pounds of outs, costs twenty- 
nine cents, making a, dilloronco of thir- 
teen cents in the cost of ono hundred 
pounds of the two. 
Chemical analysis 


shows that oats contain twelve per cent, 
of albuminoids, or llesli and muscle- 
producing principle, while corn con- 
tains ten per cent. H will thus bo scon 
that for work miiiruiJn, oats arc more 
valuable than corn as food when equal 
weights are used. Consider now, that 
one hundred pounds of oats cost thir- 
teen cents less than one hundred pounds 
of corn, and the case stands decidedly 
in favor of oats for work slock. 


In fat-producing propi-rties, corn hits 


seven per cent., oats six percent. 
Jt 


will lie seen, therefore, that when ciitial 
weights only are compared, corn has 
the nd vantage as a fat-producer, 
lint 


taking the cost jn conMticratioii, there 
is no choice in this respect. 


CAIIIIAIIK YV'OU.M*.—• Last seiuson the 


cabbage worm was very di-struclive, 
and entire crops faiU-d for the want, of a 
remedy. As the time of year in at hand 
when this JIUBI will again make its ap- 
pearance, it may be, well fur cabbage 
growers lo know that the following 
reined ies may be used to iwlv.mtiiito: 
Scalding hot water, about 1,10 degrees 
temperature, either with or without u 
little saltpetre dissolved in it, will kill 
the worms without injuring tho cabbage 
This is the surest remedy and will an- 
kwer best for the garden or small p.itch-

will injure the cabbage, u moderate 
quantity is beneficial to its growth ;

a good sized ht-.vd, ami if it duos not 
drive away the worms, give a secomf 
dose.
